RUSSIANS

Some time ago Dr. Vietor Clark,
on behalf of the department of fmml-
gration, requested managers of the
different plantations in the Territory
to furnish them with their opiniuns
on the Russinng nsg laborers in the
cane fields, amd as to wheiher they
were In favor of having more brought
to the islands,

Following are extracts from some
of the replies recelved:

“The slngle Russinng do not seem
to care to become farm-laborers In
Hawail. Where nx family is together
better results ara obtained.”

“From what I have seen the Rus-
sians would prove to be good laborers
were they carefully selected.”

“1 belleve that the Russlang would
manke good lnborers if the right kind
could be obtained. Families are what
are wanted."

“l find them very unsettied.”

“They seem to be good laborers and
I am not unfavorable to the Importa-
tion of others.”

“While my experience with the Rus-
glans as laborers has been limited 1
would like more,”

“l have now nine Russians on the
payroll. One has been with me since
November, 1808, and another gsince
Inst June. They are good workmen
and I would be glad to receive more.”

“In view of my experlence as an
employer I am in favor of bringing
more Rusaians here.”

“l employ eleven Russians and am
very pleased with them and shall al-

ways be glad to receive additional ar

rivals"

“If there were any possible way ir
which to keep the Russians here I
would be much in favor of having
more, Those who have stayed with

us have turned out to he very good
Iaboters."
“l have twenty Russians working
